The Duke of Mecklinburg reports the 
enemy as having just defiled toward Chateau 
Dun and Chatres, constantly pushing forward 
to occupy Dreux. 

Gencral Daunelles hazarded much in order 
to deliver the capital, peg the army of the 
besiegers between two fires, but the situation 
is equally critical on the ¢ierman side. At 
this moment the French army is falling back 
on its reserves, resisting the army of 
Prinee Frederick Charles. 

A sortie from Paris, combined with an at- 
tack in the rear, on Versailles is daily ex- 
pected. ™ 

The Parisians were yesterday attempting 
to erect bridges over the Seine, to be used in 
case of a sortie, but have not yet succeeded. 

General Von Moltke seems to think that in 
consequen’cs of a sortie it would be extreme- 
ly Ber bots, 

Last night the personal baggage of the 
King was all packed up, in readiness for

The Duke of Meeklinburg has asked for 
further instructions, saving he cannot held his 
positions in the face of the greater strength 
of the army of the Loire.
